VWHEREAS, Wth the addition of the ability to depose the
State's expert wtnesses, the defendant's counsel could
determne if the defense needed to expend val uabl e resources
by hiring its own expert to assist in dealing with those

i ssues; and

WHEREAS, The ability to know the testinony of the State's
experts in advance would assist the court in shepherding its
resources by allow ng the defendant's counsel to know whet her
an expert needed to be appointed for the defendant in a
particul ar case, and the depositions of victins and other
w tnesses would allow an opportunity for their testinony to
be known before trial, which would assist in guilty pleas and

di sm ssal of cases before trial; therefore, be it

RESCLVED, BY THE SENATE OF THE NI NETY-SECOND GENERAL
ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ILLINO S, that we respectfully urge
the Illinois Supreme Court to adopt rules providing that the
State and Defense provide each other with the identity of,
and a conplete set of reports for, all experts they have
consulted, together wth a |list of all victins and other
W t nesses who have been interviewed, that the State and the
Def ense nmake all experts they have enployed and other
w tnesses they have interviewed available for interview by
t he opposing party, and that trial courts be permtted to
order, after a finding of reasonable grounds by a noving
party, that an expert or other wtness is subject to

deposition prior to trial; and be it further
